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Monument honors Scouts

Monuments are scarce in Sierra Madre. There 
is one though, quite small, located at the north 
side of Memorial Park, and it’s dedicated to the 
Boy Scouts. 

A fieldstone oblisk, no taller than a Boy 
Scout, you might say, it is topped by a bronze 
plaque triangle. Within the triangle in bas relief 
is a silhouette of a Scout’s head and underneath 
are the words “Be Prepared.’’ Just below, addi¬ 
tional words say, “The Unknown Boy Scout.’’ 

To many people, the monument was a mystery. 
Four years ago. The News printed a request for 
information and had good response. 

The Boy Scout movement was founded in the 
United States in February, 1910. So, in this, 
their birthday month, is a recap of that information 
The News received. 

The suggestion for a monument first came at a 
district Scout meeting and was made by a man 


named Tom Davey, at the time a 38-year Scouting 
veteran. Such active Sierra Madre Scouters then as 
Bill Newbery, Bert Embree and George Shipway 
agreed with the idea. 

Embree appeared before the Sierra Madre City 
Council on Jan. 13, 1948, to request the building 
of a monument. It was granted. The site of Me¬ 
morial Park was chosen. This was only a few 
years after WWll and one purpose of the monument 
would be to honor men of Sierra Madre, former 
Scouts, who had died in the war. So, Memorial 
Park was the ideal place. 

A letter from Embree, now a resident of 
Durango, Colo., to The News, told how, in typical 
Sierra Madre fashion, everyone worked together and 
how quickly plans took shape. Longtime resident 
Harold Spears donated some of the material and had 
his job foreman, Sam Embree, fabricate forms. Tom 
Schwartz, later a Sierra Madre City Councilman and

Insurance 

Requirement 

Department of Motor Vehicles Direct¬ 
or George E. Meese says a warning to 
carry evidence of auto liability insurance 
is now being enclosed by DMV in every 
envelope it mails out containing vehicle 
registration renewal notices or other re¬ 
gistration documents and with every driver 
license or license extension notice. 

“This mailing — 2.6 million items a 
month — is one way we hope to reach 
California drivers who don’t carry auto in¬ 
surance or some other form of financial 
responsibility coverage,” Meese said. 

“It also serves as a reminder to all 
drivers that they should have the name of 
their insurance company and their policy 
number with them whenever they drive, 
starting next July.” 

The warning reads in part: 

• Beginning July 1, 1985, you must pro¬ 
vide proof of financial responsibility 
at the time you are cited by a peace 
officer for a traffic violation. The law 
requires that you provide the officer 
with the name of your insurer and the 
policy identification number. Your in¬ 
surer will provide written evidence of 
this number. The back of your vehicle 
registration form contains a space for 
writing this information. Failure to 
prove your financial responsibility will 
result in fines of up to $250 and loss 
of your driver’s license. Falsification of 
proof can result in fines of up to $500 
and/or 30 days in jail. 

• Under current law your driving privilege 
will be suspended if you are involved 
in an accident that results in damages 
over $500 or any injury or fatality and 
you do not have financial respon¬ 
sibility. 

Maintaining insurance, and being 
able to produce evidence of it when pulled 
over by a peace officer, is mandated by 
the Robbins-McAlister Financial Respon¬ 
sibility Act. It will, for the first time, re¬ 
quire every driver to be able to provide 
proof of valid automobile liability in¬ 
surance, bond, cash deposit or DMV ap¬ 
proved self-insurance.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

An interesting part of Western folklore are 
the tales about lost missions. Most arc reported 
to be repositories for jewels and gold and 
silver bullion. But this is just folklore — or 
is it? The first missions of the West w ere 
founded by the mysterious Jesuits and Spanish 
records refer to the golden opulence of this 
order — and its sudden disappearance. 

Legend says that the King of Spain became 
suspicious of the Jesuits’ power and ordered 
them and their missions destroyed. The Jesuits, 
upon hearitig of the King’s plans, destroyed 
their ow n records show ing locations of various 
missions — all e.xcept for one map, dated 
1702, which is in the Bancroft Library 
collection today. The map shows not one, but 
three missions and one, Santa Isabel, is 
reported to hold the Jesuit’s treasures. 

In 1922, ati explorer named David Jamison 
found that mission. .A friend had dropped him 
off at the base of the Pajarito Mountains 
and would meet him there again in a week. 

.After several days of seraching, he found Santa 
Isabel hidden by scrub trees and cactus. He 
also found the entrance to a cave, which was 
too narrow for him to enter. He peeked 
inside and saw, “scores of rotting leather bags.” 

He knew he would need more equipment to 
widen the cave openitig before he could enter, 
so he headed back to meet his friend. 

Excitedly , he told his friettd of the find 
and of equipment he needed. Jamisoti handed 
his friettd a couple rolls of filtn and set off 
agaiti for the mission. Jamison disappeared 
shortly after that. His friend searched in vain 
for weeks but only found Jatnison’s small cast 
iron frying pan — bent in half. 

Folklore — maybe — but there arc the 
photgraphs showing a crumbling, lichen- 
covered mission.

Oldest living native ceiebrates birthday 



Doris Webster 


Doris Webster, who turned 78 years Jan. 31, 
states that she is the oldest living native Sierra 
Madrean. She says she can prove it since Sierra 
Madre became a city eight years after her birth. 

The Sierra Madre woman was born in the well- 
known Dickinson home. tJer father, Walton Bay¬ 
ard, bought 10 acres of land surrounding the house 
for $3000. Then five years later the family moved 
to the house on Laurel where she has lived for 
73 years. She remembers meeting her father, who 
was West Coast representative for a Philadelphia 
pharmaceutical firm, at the Santa Fe train station 
with a horse and buggy following his work each 
day. 

Actually, her mother came to Sierra Madre 
in 1900 from New York for treatment for her 
tuberculosis. Bayard bought his new bride the 
Dickinson house. 

After Doris Bayard met and married W. Al- 
den Webster, almost 54 years ago, they moved 
into the Laurel home, too. 

‘‘We’ve been all over the world and 1 don’t 
see how people can live if they can’t look up and 
see those mountains,” she told The News as she 
gestured toward our northern rim of Sierra Madre. 
‘‘They are so beautiful and it is so clear here.” 


She has been a teacher most of her life, 
having begun teaching in Sierra Madre 56 years 
ago, then in Glendale until she retired 15 years 
ago. She has been a pre-school and kindergarten 
teacher. 

The Glendale School System gave her and her 
husband a year’s trip around the world. She took 
the time at a sabbatical. The Websters have traveled 
extensively to other places around the world, also. 

She is a member of Delta Pi Upsilon and an 
alumna of W'hittier College, the class of 1970. 
She also belongs to the Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club, Santa Anita DAR, California Teachers 
Association and is one of the two living founding 
members of Bethany Church. 

Has Sierra Madre changed in those 78 years? 
“There are just more people here, more people to 
get to know,” she smiles. 

The Websters have a son. Bill, a pharmacist 
in Rosemead, a son. Bud, who teaches high school 
in Etna, Calif, and their daughter, Nancy, who is 
the wife of a pediatrician in Berkeley. There are 10 
grandchildren and two great-grandchildren.

Retired Honorable Judge 
Joint H. Saunders will serve as installing officer. 

District Award of Merit will be presented to 
Warren Smith. Andrea Sawyers and Roger Schwind 
ol Aicadiii, Gerald Delker ot Duarte, and Richard 
Smith of 1 emple City. 

John C'hikow, senior district executive ot l.ucky 
Baldwin Distiict, announced this week that there are 
now 6962 Boy and Girl Scouts, a dramatic rise in 
membership over nine years ago when there were 
9(10 young people invrtlved in the field ot Scouting. 
In those days, Chickow says, he raised S50(K). 
Now he is responsible for raising $130,000 just 
wiihin the I iicky Baldwin District. 

Although those figures indicate an augmen- 
tatimi irf youth in the program, actually it re¬ 
flects a series of different programs now being of¬ 
fer cd instead of the minimum offered a decade 
ago. So actually there are less involved in Scout¬ 
ing but more options, he explains. 

Scouts from the following towns comprise the 
1 ucky Baldwin District, according to Chickow; 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Monrovia, Duarte, Brad¬ 
bury, Temple City, l \ Monte. S. El Monte and 
( atalina. 

“ fhe Lucky Baldwin District now encompasses 
anvthing that happens in Scouting. There are 158 
ligcr Cubs (7 years old) and 1907 in the Cub 
Sciuii program. Boys 11-18 in the Boy Scout and 
Varsity Scouts etiual 875 participants. Boys and girls 
15 years and over participate in the Explorer 


program and there are 367 now involved in that 
program. 

There are also six high schools in the Lucky 
Baldwin “Career Awareness” program which uses 
volunteer resources such as Merit Badge counselors, 
unit leaders and board members. Chickow sits 
down with these career people and sets up a 10- 
month speakers program. These programs may 
involve any program from computers, to engineer¬ 
ing to aviation to all other career aspects. Students 
exposed to the “Career Awareness” program equal 
3655 young people, Chickow reports. 

“As a professional in Scouting, the last four to 
five years have seen very radical changes concern¬ 
ing an executive going about the job. We now have 
•SO many various entities beyond our former Cubs, 
Boy Scouts and outdoor high adventure groups. 
Now there are eight different program responsibi¬ 
lities as well as operation responsibilities. Nine years 
ago I was expected to raise $5000 and now that 
amount has swelled to $150,000. Nine years ago we . 
had 900 youth and now we have over 6000. 
You learn by doing and continually have to up¬ 
grade skills,” Chickow told The News. 

“We are not necessarily bound by tradition of 
the program but by traditional values of the prog¬ 
ram which are being marketed in different ways,” 
he added. Within the San Gabriel Valley, $51.22 
is spent per boy. Sixteen percent of the funds are 
provided by United Way. 

Bob Lindquist of Arcadia is district chairman 
and Dr. Jim Sheridan of El Monte is vice-chair¬ 
man of membership. Dr. Ron Miller, Arcadia, is 
vice-chairman of programs, and Clay Lampman,

volunteer in the Lucky Baldwin area. 

Rudy Braun of Sierra Madre is chairman of 
Scout leader training.

Mayor, gave pipe and chain from his local hardware 
store (now gone). Reginald Barrett, then in the land¬ 
scaping business, provided the fieldstone. These men 
had all been involved in Scouting. 

Newbery, who had given 30 years to Scouting 
when he retired in 1968, said dedication day honored 
the founding of Scouting in this country and 
was held Feb. 13, 1948. Afternoon ceremonies 
brought out a good crowd of Scouts and their 
families, interested citizens, local dignitaries, min¬ 
isters and San Gabriel Valley Council executives. 

The triangle parts of the monument signify 
the basic concepts of Scouting. The top of the 
triangle points to a boy’s duty to God and country. 
The lower left point is his duty to other people 
and the lower right the duty to himself. In all 
areas, he should “Be Prepared.” 

Mark Miller, formerly of Sierra Madre, shared 
information about the words “The Unknown 
Scout.” Miller, himself an Eagle Scout, still works 
in the Scout program, and revealed the story of 
William D. Boyce, a Chicago publisher, who was in 
London in 1909. He became lost in London fog 
and was found by a boy who offered help. The 
boy took him to his destination, but when Boyce 
tried to reward the helpful boy with a tip, it was 
refused. The boy explained he was a Scout doing a 
good turn. 

Boyce asked about the term “Scout” and 
was then taken to the nearby British Scout office 
by the boy and was introduced to Robert Baden- 
Powell, the general who founded the movement in 
England. The story related states that the boy 
then saluted and left before his name could be 
learned. He, thus, became the personification of 
“The Unknown Scout” just doing his good deed. 

Boyce was deeply impressed. Upon his return 
to the U.S., he, along with others, founded the 
Boy Scouts of America which took place in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. on Feb. 8, 1910. 

Seminar for small business 


November 3, 1922 was the date the founding 
of Boy Scouts in Sierra Madre took place. Dennis 
Stoval was the first Scoutmaster. Tom Schwartz 
was next. 

Participation in Scouting does seem to be down. 
Life is more complicated now, young people have 
more choices such as organized sport programs, 
and more families have both parents working. All 
this tends to chip away from the number who get 

into Scouting. , 

But today, the program that is offered is finer 
than ever and there is the added advantage, for 
example, that so much of the equipment being 
used for camping or hiking is more modern and 
better. 

Maybe this Boy Scout monument in Sierra 
Madre is from a time when life seemed more 
simple. However, it is a tribute to those who gave 
so much to Scouting over the years. 

Also, it is a reminder that no time more than 
now do our boys need the character and value¬ 
building and companionship that Scouting is all 
about.

Kirk was master of ceremonies and official 
weatherman for the occasion. 

1984 King Rudy Hartman and Queen Gertrude 
Gerke appeared in their royal robes, headdress 
and sceptres, all fur opulence designed and made 
by the queen. She also baked a batch of ground¬ 
hog-shaped cookies and constructed the official 
cookie container as well as another burrow for 
housing Sierra Madre Sam, the groundhog mascot 
celebrity. 

First Lady Mattie Kirk, wife of the president 
and founder of the society, also took up the flag 
and led the retiring royalty into the hall where 
their subjects sipped their “Hog Heaven Glug” 
and awaited the crowning of this year’s royal duo. 

After proper ceremonies, the new king struck 
a royal pose, waving his sceptre, and demanded 
respect. 

The new queen told the group, “All my life 
I’ve dreamed of a moment like this. Not an Emmy 
or a Tony or an Oscar — but to be Queen of 
the Groundhogs — my cup runneth over. Thank 
you from the bottom of my bathtub. Amen.” 

When former Queen Gertrude Gerke was asked 
for comments, she said, “It’s been great. Be kind 
and joyous and make Sierra Madre be up in the 
sky.” She is an octogenarian. 

Former King Rudy said, “Words of wisdom at 
my age? Oh no. I’m still learning.” He will be 
90 years old in October. 

1983 King Ross Tyree reviewed last year’s 
happenings when Pennsylvania Phil was united in 
marriage with Philomena, and as yet there are no 
offspring. He also reminded Sierra Madreans that 
they were about to unseat Pennsylvania as the 
“Weather Capital of the World.” 

Kirk briefly capped the history of Ground¬ 
hog Day: The occasion is based on an old Scotch 
couplet: “If Candlemas day is bright and clear, 
there’ll be two winters in the year.” The second 
winter refers to the six weeks after the groundhog 
secs his shadow. 

Punxsawtawney, Pa. residents began their cele¬ 
brations in the 1880s. In 1886, the editor of the 
newspaper there named the group the “Punxsaw- 
tawncy Groundhog Club” and nearly a century 
later, society members have spread around the world. 
According to Kirk, the groundhog in Pennsyl-
